Twenty-five 4-H Club mem¬ 
bers, parents and beef cattle 
breeders visited 18 4-H Beef 

Project members May 24 and saw 
19 beef calves being readied for 
the shows and sales this fall. 
Tney were led by county Agent 
Charlie Dixon, and Ray C. Hop¬ 
per. field agent in B< 
Production for the University of 
Kentucky. The group was highly 
impressed by the quality of many 
of the calves. The leaders and 
parents agreed that the members 
not only have more calves on 
feed than a year ago but that the 
average quality is the highest of 
any crop ever raised by the 
4-H'ers. 

Almost the entire group gath¬ 
ered at the starting place, which 
was the farm of Ottis Murphy in 
the edge of Menifee county at 
8:15 a.m. They found their fellow 
4-H’er, Robert Lee stretched out 
on a bed with rheumatic fever 
However, the group inspected 
Mr. Murphy's herd of registered 
Herefords from which Mr. Hopper 
selected a 400 pound calf for 
Robert Lee to feed out this sum¬ 
mer and a young calf for him to 
begin grooming for next year. 
Mr Hopper explained how to 
pick a deep-bodied with 

short legs, wide, straight back, 
short neck and square build from 
a cow of similar build. 

Another selection job was done 
for Darrell Lynn Murphy, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Dockie Murphy at 
the second stop. Here a couple of 
Shorthorn-Brown Swiss cross¬ 
bred calves weighing about 275 
pounds each were selected.

Elia Gay, 
who is the county’s champion 
4-H Club girl's speaker, showed 
that she can also feed and groom 
a beef calf. She had a Hereford 
heifer that weighed 470 pounds 
and is gaining fast.

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 28— 
Morgan was one of four more 
counties on which the Kentucky 
Tax Commission today ordered 
tentative blanket raises in prop¬ 
erty assessments under its new’ 
policy of fixing a floor under all 
property in the state at 31 per¬ 
cent of fair-market vaiuc. 

The action brought to 32 the 
number of counties ordered thus 
far to raise property values. In 
all, around 70 counties will prob¬ 
ably be given blanket raises, the 
tax commission has stated. 

The increases ordered for Mor¬ 
gan county include the following 
classes of property followed by 
the percent of increase— 

Town lots, 20 percent; farms 
and acreage. 20 percent; mer¬ 
chants' inventories and manufac¬ 
tured finished goods. 100 percent; 
professional trade tools and busi¬ 
ness equipment, 10 0 percent; 
drilling, mining and construction 
equipment, 100 percen*. Current 
ratios to fair-market value are 
25.6 percent for town lots and 
25.3 percent for farm* and acre¬ 
age. 

Other counties increased at the 
same time included Lcgan, Muh¬ 
lenberg and Hickman. 

The blanket raises will not be 
made final until aflor protest 
hearings are held on them June 8 
The Tax Commission also ap¬ 
proved the assessment level cer¬ 
tified by the County Tax com¬ 
missioner of Lee county. The 
assessment is $4,287.C54, an in¬ 
crease of $102,008 over last year. 
The county-wide ratio to fair- 
market value is 40 percent

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Norman Sheets Builds Good Pastures on Farm Near Zag

One Wednesday afternoon re¬ 
cently County Agent Charlie Dix¬ 
on, Norman Sheets and I left the 
Courier office in West Liberty to 
visit the farm of Norman Sheets 
and the Licking River Limestone 
Company farm at Zag. We had 
been told about what had been 
done with a bulldozer and a bog 
harrow in building pastures on 
these and other farms in that 
section and were anxious to see 
and get some pictures for the 
Courier. 

We were about twenty minutes 
driving to the farm, a distance of 
eleven mues from town. When I 
was county superintendent, it 
took me all day to ride a mule to 
the Zag school, and I always re¬ 
turned home tired and exhausted. 

On the way we saw where sev¬ 
eral acres had been bulldozed on 
the Jim Lewis farm and Onzie 
Engle farm and others at Yocum. 
Paris Lewis had 15 acres bull¬ 
dozed and bogged. Gardner Pat¬ 
rick had bulldozed six acres and 
several others had some bulldoz¬ 
ing or bogging done. 

We stopped and talked with 
Clyde Lewis who had sold the | 
farm at Zag to Norman Sheets I 
and had purchased the Cecil farm 
and built a concrete block home. 
He was plowing with two ’earn: 
and planting the land bulldozed. 

Clyde was raised in this sec¬ 
tion and lived all his life nearby. 
When asked about the changes 
in that area he said roads, farm 
machinery and lime and ferti- | 
lizer had created the change, and i 
that a farm wasn’t worth a 
"damn" without a road. He add¬ 
ed that the time has passed when 
one can farm with a hoe and ax. |

TRAFFIC FATALITIES HELD TO A 
MINIMUM BY VIGILANT OFFICERS 

Ten persons were killed in Kentucky in traffic 
accidents and 499 in the nation during the four- 
day Memorial Day holiday last week end, but 
willy tliict of the traffic fa .a ,,iic3 otcuucu ,,, 

45 Eastern Kentucky counties that compose the 
Morehead, Pikeville, Ashland and Hazard State 
Police districts, according to Lt. Homer Howard 
who is in charge of the four Eastern Kentucky 
State Police districts. 

Two of the traffic deaths occurred in Morgan 
county Saturday night when two Blaze youths 
were thrown from the rear of truck near Pomp 
on Ky. highway 7. These were the only traffic 
fatalities in the Morehead State Police district, 
Sgt. Bill Lykins of the Morehead office reports. 

Traffic in this area during the long holiday 
week end was probably the heaviest in history. 
Lieut. Howard, Sgt Lykins and Trooper Charles 
Hackney of the State Police say the holiday 
traffic last week end was probably double that 
of any holiday or event in Eastern Kentucky in 
the five years they have worked in this area. 
Police Judge John Helton, West Liberty Police¬ 


man Jeff Williams and Morgan County Sheriff 
Aaron Lykins also estimate traffic over highways 
in this area was double the amount of last year's 
Memorial Day week end. 

Traffic accidents were held to a minimum 
this year by improved safety practices of motor¬ 
ists, and this was aided by the prompt work of 
local officials and State Police in arresting the 
few violators. 

In Morgan county nine pe.sons were arrested 
for drunkenness over the holidays Sheriff Ly¬ 
kins and Deputies Darrell Blevins. Winfred 
Haney and Thomas Richardson nabbed seven 
drunks, West Liberty Policeman Williams ar¬ 
rested a woman for drunkenness and State Police 
got a man for drunkenness. 

Between 75 and 100 were arrested in the 45 
counties of Lieut. Howard's district, and 20 of 
these were for drunken driving, he said. 

With thousands of cars passing over the two 
main highways that pass through West Liberty 
and with automobiles killing more Americans 
than do wars, everything should be done that is 
possible to prevent traffic violations. Excessiye 
speed and drunken drivers cause most accidents, 
and sober, careful driving will do more than 
anything else to halt the unnecesary killing of 
our citizens on the highways. 

This county is fortunate in having good law 
enforcement officers and State Police on the job 
to protect the public from drunken drivers and 
speed demons. Their prompt arresting of those

BURLEY SUPPORT PRICE $46.30 

Minimum government support price for this 
year’s burlev tobacco crop has been tentatively 
set at $46.30 by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The support price is based on 90 percent of parity 
on March 15. parity at that time being $51.50 a 
hundredweight. A higher parity figure on Sept. 
15 would raise the support price, which is based 
on the higher of the two dates. This year’s ini¬ 
tial support price is 30c a hundred under last 
year’s support price of $46.60 Last year’s crop, 
however, averaged considerably higher than the 
support price.

TIMES WERE HARD IN 1878 
BUT ALL HAD GOOD TIME 
(By L. O. Williams 
of Mine Fork) 

On March 28, 1878, John L. 
Williams with a large family 
moved from Johnson county to 
Magoffin county, a distance of 
about three miles. There was no 
road, just a path with plenty of 
trees and rocks in it. Before 
moving, he made a road till he 
could haul on a sled. 

There being plenty of peavine 
and shoestring growing, he turned 
his cattle and sheep into the 
woods to graze as most everyone 
did at that time. 

He built about 300 panels of 
rail fence and cleared eight acres 
of land the same spring when ne 
moved. 

Previous to this time, he had] 
acquired two large boundaries of 
land—about 1,000 acres in Ma¬ 
goffin county by survey, and had 
bought 1,000 acres in Morgan 
county and also surveyed 100 
acres in Johnson county. 

Closest stores and postoffices 
were Relief, Flat Gap and Sal- 
yersville. 

About the year 1880 a mail 
route was started from Salyers- 
ville up State Road Fork of Lick¬ 
ing River and over the hill and 
down Mine Fork and up Paint 
Creek to Relief, a distance of 19

Senate Democrate Back Clements 
For National Party Chairmanship 


WASHINGTON, May 30—A 
powerful wing of Senate Demo¬ 
crats is reported lining up behind 
Sen. Earle C. Clements of Ken¬ 
tucky to succeed Stephen A. 
Mitchell as Democratic national 
| chairman in what may develop 
into a battle for control of the 
party machinery. 

Mitchell has announced he will 
quit sometime after the Novem¬ 
ber elections. Maneuvering al¬ 
ready is under way to pick a 
successor to serve until the 1956 
presidential nominating conven¬ 
tion. 

Party factions have brought 
forward several names, includ¬ 
ing those of Paul M Butler, In¬ 
diana national committeeman, and 
Michael V. DiSalle of Ohio, the 
former price administrator. 

Clements has remained in the 
background in this early specula¬ 
tion, but he has been chairman of 
Uie oenaie campaign comltuUCc 
since the spring of 1952. And, 
when Congress was reorganized 
in 1953, he was given a key posi¬ 
tion as a liaison man between the 
National Committee and Senate 
Democrats. 

Senate Democratic Leader Lyn¬ 
don Johnson of Texas assigned 
the Kentuckian to this post and 
there is every sign Johnson and 
some other Democrats who go 
along with him would be happy 


to see Clements installed later as 
national chairman. 

Clements, 57, former governor 
of Kentucky and a former con¬ 
gressman, has been in the Senate 
since November, 1950 He is 
known as a smooth political op¬ 
erator who has gained the con¬ 
fidence of most of his party col¬ 
leagues in his role as Democratic 
whip, or assistant leader. 

Many party leaders list Clem¬ 
ents as a man likely to be ac¬ 
ceptable to both North and South 
factions of a party that achieved 
a new kind of unity in its mi¬ 
nority status only to have that 
unity snaked somewhat by the 
Supreme Court's ruling against 
segregated schools. 

Clements worked hard for Stev¬ 
enson in 1952 and thereby may 
have alienated some elements of 
the party. But he apparently is 
not so closely linked with the

If Clements should be chosen 
chairman of the Democratic Na¬ 
tional committee, he would not 
have to give up his Senate post. 

J. Howard McGrath, who was 
Democratic senator from Rhode 
Island, held the post of commit¬ 
tee chairman in 1947 and 1948 
without relinquishing his Senate 
seat.

As I picked 
the ripest ones, my mind went 
I back across the years to my be- 
I loved Kentucky, to a patch of 
wild strawberries that used to 
grow beside a little stream. 

When I was about eleven years 
| old, Dad had- a piece of new 
ground cleaned off, and plowed 
for corn, on two hillsides with a 
hollow between, across from the 
graveyard hill After the corn 
was up, mother, my sister and I 
took some Kentucky wonder 
I beans and went through the bot¬ 
tom, to the small stream that ran 
down the hollow, and followed it 
up to the corn field, where we 
dropped two beans beside each 
hill of corn, on a bench where 
bean picking would not be diffi¬ 
cult. 

On the way, we found the 
| strawberry patch in the corner of

creek, and mother told of seeing 
the patch when she first came to 
Pleasant Run as a bride, and of 
picking berries there. 

After that, sister Lula and I 
went often to pick wild straw- 
| berries in the spring of the year, 
for they were plentiful and very 
sweet, as wild berries are apt to 
be. I loved the walk up to the 
j strawberry patch, across the 
“branch” from the house tc the 
old orchard bottom, where Grand- 
pap Garn Lewis built his first 
house, after settling on the creek. 
We would leave the path and 
walk through the ground ivy, 
blue as the sky with wee blue 
blossoms for here. Granny Lewis 
had planted the ivy beside her 


little farther along the path waa 
the bars where the cows came 
down to be milked, and here a 
huge hickory tree stood beside 
the fence. This was a favorite 
spot, and we usually stopped long 
enough to make green hats out 
of the big hickory leaves, pinning 
them with thorns from the wild 
plum tree nearby. Wild sweet 
William and Indian paint brush 
from the stream's edge, made 
trimming that Hattie Carnegie 
herself might envy, so attired in 
our blossomy hats, we would go 
on to find the wild strawbery 
bed. 

It was a quiet spot, with noth¬ 
ing but bird song and the crystal 
talk of the stream that was never 
still. We would talk softly as we 
knelt and sought for the largest 
and ripest berries under the green 
jade of leaves. The world wae 
full of music and we would eat 
our fill, staining lips and finger¬ 
tips, saving the larger, sweeter 
ones to ccrry home to mother in 
a iiesi oi mexory leaves. ~ 

When we had picked the ripest, 
we would call our dog and go 
back through the bottom, whist¬ 
ling the red-stained tunes of 
childhood, back to the house that 
stood in the pine tree shade, with 
a feather of blue smoke curling 
from the chimney, to bring our 
offering of Spring, to mother. 

Today, as I walk through my 
Missouri garden, I wonder if the 
wild strawberries still grow, lush 
and sweet, beside a little stream 
that talks of many things, of 
mayapple fragrance under scal¬ 
loped green umbrellas, of wee 
rabbits hiding in fence corner*, 
of the quail covey in the tall 
grass along the bank. And I won¬ 
der why the childhood years, the

Kentucky farmers who need as¬ 
sistance in carrying out conserva¬ 
tion practices during late spring 
and summer this year should file 
applications for federal oost-shar- 
nig aid through the Agricultural 
Conservation Program during the 
next few weeks, the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
state committee announced. 

ACP assistance may be re¬ 
quested at any time before the 
practice for which it is needed is 
started on the farm. County 
deadlines for the requests on late 
spring and summer practices will 
be announced by the county ASC 
committees. 

All farmers are eligible to ask 
for federal cost-sharing assis-

out during the remainder of the 
year. 

Assistance is available only on 
the 1945 Kentucky ACP: 

Initial establishment of perma¬ 
nent cover of perennial legumes 
or perennial grasses, perennial or 
biennial legumes or perennial 
grasses on cropland, contour strip- 
cropping on non-terraccd land, 
permanent vegetation to stabilize 
and protect dams, gullies, and 
field borders, orchards, vineyards, 
bush fruits, strawberries, or pe¬ 
rennial vegetables on the contour, 
crimson clover, hairy vetch, or 
practices included in county pro¬ 
grams, but these usually include 
most of the following practices :n 
annual ryegrass for winter cover, 
annual lespedeza and cowpeas fot 
summer protection from erosion, 
sweet clover for green manure 
and protection from erosion, and 
contour farming; 


Initial treatment of cropland 
with lime; initial improvement of 
established permanent grass or 
legume cover, and forest tree 
stands; planting or interplanting 
forest trees; controlling competi¬ 
tive shrubs on pasture lands; con¬ 
structing ponds for livestock wa- 
t-r, terraces to check erosion, 
diversion channels to intercept 
and divert runoff water, and 
permanent open drainage sys¬ 
tems; establishing permanent sod 
waterways; and installing tile 
drainage systems. 

In several counties, assistance 
also is available on special county 
conservation practices: and aid 
may be provided to two or more 
farmers to meet a common con¬ 
servation problem through use of 
I a pooling ug* «>. uicni.".. 

For convenience in allocating 
1954 ACP lunds. counties have 
divided the year into three bud¬ 
getary periods. Deadlines for the 
filing of application for cost¬ 
sharing aid in each of the budge¬ 
tary periods are announced by 
county ASC committees; but the 
farmers may request assistance 
on any practice included in coun¬ 
ty programs at any time before 
the practice is started on their 
farms.
